Immediate construction 
of 
new 


echool building in the First ward and 
condemnation of the present struc- 
ture was ordered Wednesday by the 
Wisconsin Department of Public In- 
struction following an inspection of 
the building June 14. Notice of the 
department's action is contained In 
letters received Friday by the First 
district school board. A new build- 
ing must be ready for occupancy by 
October 1. 1921. 


Inspection of the school .was made 


•without' knowledge of the board of 
education which did not know that 
such action was contemplated. The 
>letter stated that on June 9 the de- 
partment of public instruction had 
received a request for an inspection 
of the building and that this inspec- 
tion was mdc June. 14 by George H. 
Drewry. state school supervisor. The 
school Janitor accompanied him thru 
the building. 


Agitation for a new building has 
been evident in the First district for 
a long time. Members of the school 
board are not averse to putting up a 
new struct ion but they have been ser- 
iously considering costs if the work 
is started now. The entire matter 
•will be referred to the. district elec- 
tors at the annual meeting July 6. 


Unfit For School Use 


Mr. Drewry in his report said that 
the two buildings in the First ward 
school plant are unfit for 
use as 
echoote and that "it is an unwise ex- 
penditure bf money for teachers' sal- 
aries and other expenses under pres-j 
ent conditions, for it is a physical im- 
possibility for teachers to do the best 
possible work without proper physi- 
cal conditions." 


The big brick building was con- 
structed in three sections. The first 
qnit was erected about 1SSO and! 
bout five years later an addition was 
built to the north. Another addition 


constructed in 1904. This third 
addition 
contains the 
first 
two 
grades. ktpdecg*tte»*.a8aainbjy-vjrooa 
and domestic science department. 
The frame building was erected some 
time later. 
Mr. Drewry said in his report .that 


the additions to the main building 
are of the same general architecture. 
The building housed approximately 


, 650 pupils last year, or the equiva- 
lent of 14 rooms with 40 pupils to a 
room. 


Heating System Inadequate1 


"I have every reason to 
believe 


that the heating and ventilating sys- 
tem in this building is inadequate for 
the direct and indirect systems have 
an insufficient amount of radiation 
and the general construction of the 
building is such that it .would require 
a maximum amount of radiation to 
make the heating and 
ventilating 


system fairly satisfactory. Mr. Drew- 
ry said. • 


"I found that there are no pro- 


visions for adding moisture to the 
school room air. 
The fresh air in- 
takes in many instances 
are 
not 
large enough. 
Floor registers are 
still in use in certain rooms. 
The 


large assembly room, approximately 
50 feet long by 40 feet wide, is very 
roorly ventilated. 
If this were ex- 
pressed in per cent I should judge 
it to he not more than ten per cent 
efficient. 
The gravity system of ven- 
tilation is in use. 
Such a system is 


used in buildings of not more than 
four departments. To have efficient 
ventilation in this large building a 
fan system would be necessary." 


LJghtiBK is Bad 


The report said that the frame 


building occupied by 
the 
Fourth 


grade has no system of ventilation. 
He found there is no system for heat- 
ing the hails and ventured the opin- 
ion that teachers and pupils suffered 
greatly from the cold during 
the 


winter months. 
Lighting arrangements were alsc 


found to be inadequate. He said that 
the windows are poorly arranged and 
that the ratio of lighting area to 
floor space is far below the minimum 
requirement.'

San Francisco—A protracted battle 


of ballots in the democratic national 
convention to decide the presidential 
nominee, was forecast today as the 
widely scattered apportionment of 
delegates on the initial vote became 
apparent. 


Of the 1,092 delegates, only 390 had 


been instructed by state conventions 
or primaries. 


These were divided among the fol- 


lowing 
candidates 
and 
non-candi- 
dates: 


Attorney General A. Mjtchell Palm- 
T. 104; Governor James M, Cox. 74; 
Herbert Hoover, 30; Secretary of Ag- 
riculture E. T. Meredith, 26; Senator 
Carter Glass. 24; Gov. Edward I. Ed- 
wards, 28; Senator Simmons. 24; Sen- 
ator Robert Owen. 20; Senator Gilbert 
iitchcock. 16: Homer S. Cummings, 
14; James W. Gerard. 10; William 
J. Bryan, 10; William G. McAdoo. 10. 


If presented. Hoover, a candidate 


or the republican presidential nomin- 
ation, probably will get all of Michi- 
gan's 30 on the first ballot, more than 


obtained at any time during the 


republican convention by virtue of 
laving carried the presidential prim- 
ary in that state before he deserted 
he democratic party. 


Palmer's lead in instructed dele- 


gates was threatened because of the

by Tom Watson over 


Jeorgia's 28 delegates—the only dem- 
ocratic-contest filed to date. 


Owing to the two thirds rule in 


lemocratic convention 728 votes are 
necessary for choice. Another factor 
regarded as indicative of a long ses- 
ion was the fact that sentiment had 
ailed to crystallize about candidates 
sufficiently to give the delegates a 
rallying point.

Mhool building in the First ward and 
condemnation of the present struc- 
ture was ordered Wednesday by the 
Wisconsin Department of Public In 
struction following an inspection of 
the building June 14. Notice of the 
department's action Is contained in 
letters received Friday by the First 
district school board. 
A new build- 


ing must be ready for occupancy by 
October 1. 1921. 


Inspection of the school .was made 


without knowledge of the board of 
education which did not know that 
such action was contemplated. 
The 


•letter stated that on June 9 the de- 
partment of public instruction had 
received a request for an inspection 
of the building and that this inspec- 
tion was mde June, 14 by George H. 
Drewry, state school supervisor. Tho 
school janitor accompanied him thru 
the building. 


Agitation for a new building has 


been evident in the First district for 
a long time. Members of the school 
board are not averse to putting up a 
new struction but they have been ser- 
iously considering costs if the work- 
is started now. 
The entire matter 


will be referred to the. district elec- 
tors at the annual meeting July 6. 


Unfit For School Use 


Mr. Drewry in his report said that 


the two buildings in the First ward 
school plant are unfit for 
use 
as 


schools and that "it is an unwise ex- 
penditure of money for teachers' sal- 
aries and other expenses under pres- 
ent conditions, for it is a physical im- 
possibility for teachers to do the best 
possible work without proper physi- 
cal conditions." 


The big brick building was con- 


structed in three sections. The first 
unit was erected about 1880 
and

upholding the seven North Dakota "new day" 
laws. 


The bank is about 10 months old. Up to May 


15 it had made 622 farm loans, to a total of $2,- 
507,450. 
Another thousand loans approximat- 


ing $4.000.000. have been approved. 


These loans are at G per cent, plus 1 per cent 


for amortization, which pays off the loan in 30 
years. 


Interest on private farm loans in North Da- 


kota averages 8.7 per cent, without amortization, 
according to the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. Actually many farmers pay much more 
than that, up to 10 per cent, plus a fee for plac- 
ing the loan. 
. Borrowing from the state, the farmer gets a 
lower rate, often meaning all the difference be- 
tween success and failure, and besides pays off 
his loan gradually without noticing it.

Deriiocratic Convention Snap-Shott 


The Story of 16 Nominations 


By A. H. VANOENBEKU 


THE CONVENTION OK 189C 


The 18% Democratic National Con- 


vention, which gathered iu Chicago on 
July 7. was destined to split the Par- 
ty quite as the later 1912 Convention 
split Republicanism. The issue upon 
which the division came was the free 
coinage of silver in the famous ratio 
of "IV to 1"; and the new Democratic 
chieftain whom the occasion made, 
was William Jennings 
Bryan—then 


only 3C years of a«e—who was des- 
tined to dominate subsequent Party 
faiths for 20 years. 


From the moment the gavel first 


.'ell. the Convention tight raged around 
"free silver." and from first to last 
"free 
silver" 
won. 
The 
National 


Committee had 'proposed Senator Da- 
/ld E. Hill of New York for tempo- 
rary chairman. 
He was 
promptly 


unhorsed by a vote of 556 to 349. when 
the Convention 
substituted 
Senator 
John W. Daniel, a "free silverite." 
from Virginia. The committee on cre- 
dentials then decided all contests in 
favor of the "free silverites." and thus 
augmented their Convention control. 


The resolutions committee then re- 


ported a straight-away "free silver" 
plank which after terrific debate, was 
sustained by a vote of C2C to 303. It 
was in this debate that Bryan—who 
*ot into the Convention only when the 
credentials 
committee 
unseated the 


"gold delegation" 
from Nebraska— 


sprang into white-beat popularity and 
dominion with that 
famous speech, 


which concluded 
Tn these burning 


words—"we shall answer their de- 
mand for the gold standard by saying 
to them: you shall not press down 
upon the brow of labor this crown 
of thorns: you shall not crucify man- 
kind upon a cross of gold!" 


The "silverites" were now so com- 


pletely in the saddle that the "gold 
standard" 
delegates 
realized' they 


were helnless to prevent a "free sil- 
ver" nomination, even under the two- 


thirds rule. They did not withdraw 
Iroui the Convention at the time, but 
178 delegates refused to vote on the 
Presidential roll-calls. 


Richard B. Bland of Missouri led 
the first ballot, with' 235 to iiryuu's 
liu votes in a total field of 14 candi- 
dates. 
Robert K 1'attison of Penn- 


sylvania (95) Horace Boies of Iowa 
(85) and Joseph S. C. blackbuin of 
Kentucky (83) were the other princi- 
pal contenders. On the secoutl and 
third ballots, Bland still k-d. On the 
fourth ballot. Bryan went into first 
favor, and on the fifth ballot he had 
500 votes—just 12 short of the neces- 
sary two-thirds. 
Before the result 


was announced. 78 delegates trans- 
ferred to Bryan and he had won his 
first of three 
Presidential 
nomina- 


tions. 
, 


Joseph C. Siblcy of Pennsylvania led 


for Vice-President on the first ballot 
in a field of 15. Among these 15 were 
four who had contended with Bryan, 
for first place. Bland led the second 
and third ballots (just as he had done 
in the preceding Presidential voting). 
Joseph R. McLean of Ohio led the 


fourth ballot. But Arthur Sewall of 
Maine led the fifth and last ballot, 
with the necessary two-thirds vote. 


Two weeks later, the Populists also 


nominated Bryan, but linked Thomas 
E. Watson of Georgia with him for 
second place. 
The National Silver 


Party however, adopted both Bryan 
and Sewall. Then, on September 2. 
the revolting "gold Democrats" gath- 
ered in Indianapolis—with 41 states 
and three territories represented—and 
nominated John M. Palmer of Illinois 
for President, on a single ballot, and 
General Simon B. Buckner of Kui- 
tucky for Vice president by acclama- 
tion. 


The result of this campaign wa.-; the 


first election of President McKinley.
